With abandonment of the ne- 
gotiations, Britain and the United 
States have entered into a gentle- 
men’s agreement continuing the 
present arrangement under which 
Britain allows the United States 
to take virtually the entire uran- 
ium output of the important Bel- 
gian Congo mines. 

Talks with Belgium, which is 
seeking a price increase, will con- 
tinue. 

Blocked by Congress. 

The decision to end the effort 
to increase the area of scientific 
co-operation with Britain and 
Canada recognized: the obvious 
difficulty of getting congressional 
approval. This difficulty was en- 
hanced by the leak of vital uran- 
jum and hydrogen bomb secrets 
to Russia through Dr. Fuchs, who 
participated in the most secret 
atomic work here during the war. 
He was in this country with Brit- 
ish security credentials, though 
he now admits he has been a 
long-time Communist sympathizer 
and a regular betrayer of atomic 
secrets to the Russians. 

The British had informed the 
State Department last summer 
that they would have to expand 
their atomic program to include

Three days after Thanksgiving 
it became more difficult for her 
to swallow liquids. Nov. 30, four 
days before death, there was a 
period when she couldn't swallow 
water at all. 


Her breathing muscles, which 
had been working hard at 20 or 
more rapid breaths a minute, 
began to give up three days be- 
fore death. They moved more 
slowly, and weakly—12 times a 
minute. 

Two days later er dropped to 
seven a minute 

vet these dying breathing 
muscles may become a key poin 
in the murder charge, for they 
kept going even after she had 
no detectable pulse for hours on 
Dec. 4, the day of death. 


They still worked, spasmodi- 
cally, after Dr. Albert Snay had 
placed his stethoscope over her 
heart about 15 minutes before she 
was pronounced dead, and said 
J heard nothing.“ 

It was after this that Dr. San- 
der gave the air injection which 
fs the basis of the murder charge. 
Nurse Rose said that when the 
air needle went into her forearm, 
ti just below her elbow, Mrs. Bor- 
roto gave “a louder gasp.” 

Was that breathing—or merely 
the twitching “which can happen 
after death? Mrs. Borroto’s limbs, 
eyes, nose and mouth had been 
twitching from time to time for 
hours. She had been unconscious, 
for hours. 

It is possible that expert med- 
ical evidence will be given as to 
what exactly is death in a cancer 
case. For this cause of death is 
sometimes queer—the patient is 
dying for days, with scarcely any 
signs of life, so that it is difficult 
to know when. 

It appears that the Sander ju- 
rors may have to decide for them- 
selves.

Coramodity Reductions 
Range From 10 to 50

Moscow. Feb. 28 (UP)—Rus- 
sia revalued the ruble and cut 
the prices of food and clothing, 
tonight. 

Decrees signed by Premier Jo- 
seph Stalin and Deputy Premier 
G. M. Malenkov put into effect 
the Soviet Union’s third great 
economic readjustment since the 
war. 

The reduction in prices of food- 
stuffs and manufactured ,articles 
ranged from 10 to 50 per cent. 


About a year aga price cuts of 
about the same range were de- 
creed. 

The Government put the ruble 
on a gold basis.and stepped up 
its relative value to the American 
dollar. The old official rate was 
5.3 rubles to the dollar. The new 
is four to the dollar.

The document, signed by Cardi- 
nal Francesco Marchetti-Selvag- 
giani, secretary of the Holy Of- 
fice, was dated Dec. 20, 1949.

Reminds Him of Cloud of Words 


He Deplores ‘Hocus-Pocus’ and ‘Hush-Hush’ 
in Speech to Educators, Denies Atomic 
Energy Is ‘Black Magic.’

ATLANTIC CITY, N.J., Feb. 28 (AP). 
AVW E. LILIENTHAL says talk about the hydrogen bomb is 
like a “cloud of words” that followed the explosion of the first 


atom bomb. 


He told about 10,000 educators last night that after the atom 
bombs were dropped on Hiroshima and Nagasaki, there followed 
“the greatest verbal detonation in history, a mushroom-shaped cloud . 
of words, 40,000 feet in altitude, purple in color.” 


Lilienthal, former chairman of 
the Atomic Energy Commission, 
said “this is being duplicated in 
the past few weeks.” 

At a press conference preceding 
his address, Lilienthal declined to 
comment on a statement by Dr. 
Leo Szilard, atomic scientist, that 
the hydrogen bomb could kill all 
human beings in the world. 

But, in his extemporaneous re- 
marks to the American Associa- 
tion of School Administrators an- 
nual convention, Lilienthal said: 

We should have faith that our 
Creator did not endow men with 
the knowledge to unlock the atom 
with the idea that he would de- 
stroy himself.” 

‘No Black Magic.’ 

Lilienthal said there is “no 
black magic” about atomic energy, 
adding it's too bad so much hoc- 
us-pocus and hush-hush have been 
put around a natural reaction.” 

He said it is a “terrible error” 
to believe military security can be 
obtained “by piling higher and 
higher stockpiles of atomic bombs 
and others of like nature.” 

“When we lose faith in each 
other we are weak, no matter how 
high a pile of atomic weapons we 
have,” he added. 

Lilienthal said misconceptions 
about atomic energy “can be 
traced back, in part at least, to 
the ultra-dramatic way in which 
secrecy, during the war, blanketed 
this undertaking.” 

He said that as a private citizen 
he hopes to “help dispel these 
false, these mischievous and dan- 
gerous myths.” 

Impressions. 

Lilienthal said that after the 
atomic bombs exploded in Japan, 
Americans took three impressions 
of atomic energy which they still 
hold. He said these impressions 
were: 
“First, that atomic energy is 
too technical and complicated 
for the average man to under- 
stand. ... 

“Second, the whole subject of 
atomic energy is in its entirety 
a closely held military secret, 


so there is no way the average 


citizen can become acquainted 


with it.... 4 
“Third, that atomie energy is 


a military weapon and nothing 
else. 
“All these impressions are er- 
roneous. 

Lilienthal said he hopes to “be 
able to put the destructive side 
of these discoveries in their true 
perspective, by discussing the im- 
mediate and the longer-range - 
prospects for good from the atom 
that I deeply believe are within 
mankind’s grasp.” 


Scientist Doubts H-Bomb Would 
Destroy All Life on Earth. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 28 (UP) 
Prophecies that the hydrogen 
bomb might annihilate all life in 
the world are “far more in the 
realm of the technically possible 
than in the realm of the realisti- 
cally probable,” Dr. Hugh C. 
Wolfe, chairman of the Federa- 
tion of American Scientists, said 
today. 

“Life,” said Wolfe, writing in 
the United Nations World, an un- 
official publication, “is hard to 
get rid of altogether.” 


At any rate, he said, the 
H-bomb is only a “theoretical 
calculation” which will requite at 
least 12 months to develop to 
the experimental stage at which 
the first atomic bomb was ex- 
ploded at Alamogordo, N. M. on 
July 16, 1945. 

“Even when the H- bomb 
reaches the stage of develop- 
ment,” Wolfe said, “there is a 
fair chance that it will not work 
at all—that it will prove to be a 
dud.” 

Of its possible destructive qual - 
ities, he said: ; 

“To be sure, vast devastatjan 
on a scale never before ima 
can make great areas unfit tor 
human habitation.

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After Much Talk, Results? 

St. Louis has been talking about its slums for 
more than 50 years. Quotations from “Housing 
Conditions in St. Louis” sound as though they 
were written only yesterday; but the report was 
prepared by the Housing Committee of the Civic 
League in 1908. Franz Herding’s handsome draw- 
ings suggesting how the area between Twelfth 
and Grand might be rebuilt were published by 
the City Plan Commission in 1920. : 

The wind blowing from Washington freshened 
the interest in slum clearance in 1932 and the 
ensuing New Deal years. Another revival of in- 
terest came in wartime—in 1943, to be specific. 
Americans were going to bring to the rebuild- 
ing of their cities, it was said then, the same 
energy they were marshaling for victory. And 
since the war there has been almost as much 
talk about housing as about the Russians. 


But what has come of all this talk? 


Carr Square, and Clinton Peabody, and the 
master plan. The 1943 Urban Redevelopment 
law, and the 1946 substitute for this statute. 


Reports galore. Maps and drdwings. Hundreds 


and hundreds of photographs of our slum 


alleys. Complaints that the blighted areas were 

undermining the city’s finances, driving its peo- 

ple into the suburbs, draining business from the 

central section. i 
And that’s about all. 


Now Mayor Darst is making a new effort to 
replace slums with decent homes. Part of this 
may be done with public funds. Housing proj- 
ects—one or two at least—like Carr Square and 
Clinton Peabody seem assured for the relatively 
near future. But if a really broad attack is to 
be made on blight, private funds will have to be 
poured into the fight. So the Mayor has asked 
21 outstanding citizens to form a limited divi- 
dend corporation for the transformation of at 
least part of the “east of Grand” section. 


After looking at the record, there is a natural 
temptation to shrug off this latest display of 
activity. It’s easy to dismiss it as just more 
“talk.” But St. Louis simply cannot afford such 
cynical indifference. Decency and humanity 
have always cried out against the horror of the 
slums. But today it is not merely the poor who 
are poorly housed. Thousands of persons in the 
middle income bracket need respectable, com- 
fortable houses or apartments. These people 
supply much of the purchasing power essential 
to the city’s business. They pay a large share 
of the city’s taxes. The city needs them; it must 
accommodate them. | 

So it is to be most ardently hoped that the 
city’s business men will respond earnestly to the 
Mayor’s invitation. Rough plans for a $50,000,000 
apartment building project to house 5000 per- 
sons have already been suggested. This would 
be a real beginning; and it would require an in- 
vestment of only $5,000,000. The other 845,000, 
000 could be obtained through Government- 
insured mortgages, . 

Let us stress that word “investment.” Building 
of this kind is not a charitable project. Nobody 
is expected to make a donation. At most, its 
sponsors are asked to accept smaller dividends 
than their money might bring from other en- 
terprises. But surely those who have so much 
tied up in the downtown and central areas will 
also regard this as inexpensive insurance of ex- 
isting values. : 

St. Louis is sometimes called a “slow town.” 
People point to New York, Chicago, Kansas City 
and a dozen other p where new streets and 
new parks and new houses crop up—so we are 
told—almost by magic. But St. Louis, we submit, 
also has its pride, and it-gets things done. 

We believe that the challenge of decent hous- 
ing will be met. We believe that there is a very 
considerable transformation ahead for St. Louis. 


Yes, we know the record. We know about all 
the talkk—more than 50 years of it. But we be-

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The Supercilious Mr. Tilley 


Eustace Tilley appears on the cover of this 
week’s New Yorker magazine for the twenty-fifth 
year. He is the same unaging Master Tilley still, 
dressed in beaver hat and high stock, holding 
an eyeglass in a doeskin gloye and looking down 
his aquiline nose at a butterfly. A welcome sight. 

Yet the legendary Tilley is a strange symbol 
for a magazine which, though it often raises an 
eyebrow, seldom looks down its nose at things. 
Lately The New Yorker championed silence in 
the plebeian spaces of a railroad terminal. And 
from time to time the magazine has (pardon 
the expression, Mr. Tilley) stripped for action for 
many a civilized cause. Tilley, by contrast, is 
hardly the type to roll up a shirtsleeve. He is a 
fop. 

In its vigorous way The New Yorker peers into 
many places where Tilley probably prefer 
not to be seen dead. Even inside the pages that 
he covers, Tilley might lose his haughty pose in 
proximity to Thurber’s dogs. Or E. B. White’s 
urbane comment, Charles Addams’ monsters and 
the sporting comments on the Harvards and the 
Yales. The unexpected is not for the likes 
him. . 

So it appears that the only place left for 
Master Tilley is on The New Yorker's cover— 
an altogether charming place where he is now 
and always should be, come February. 
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Stymie in the Fake MVA 

The Department of Agriculture’s development 
plan for the Missouri Valley is stymied, accord- 
ing to Gov. Peterson of Nebraska. There is no 
hope for it, he says, until there is “proper clar- 
ification” of the Agriculture and Interior de- 
partments’ plans. Interior has said there are 
conflicts of jurisdiction. 

So, because the Interagency Committee or 
“fake MVA” of the Army Engineers and Recla- 
mation Bureau has become a holding company 
for jurisdictional disputes, instead of the co- 
ordinating agency it set out to be, the lop-sided 
“plan” becomes more lop-sided than ever.

Immigration Service has been cold and high- 
handed.

Two weeks ago, William Farrell, this federal 
agency’s information officer,, told the Post- 
Dispatch that proceedings to send Mrs. Knauff 
from Ellis Island to Germany would be stayed 
while Congress considered the bill introduced by 
Senator Langer.

York that he almost dissented from the ruling of 
his bench denying Mrs. Knauff the right to be 
heard. He says his sympathies are all with 
Knauf. | 

It is an alarming thing that there could be 
such a case, handled so tightly in the hush-hush, 
no-explanations-given style of the police state. 
It is even more disturbing that the press of the 
country generally has paid virtually no atten- 
tion to it. Are such things no longer news in 
the United States? 

If Mrs. Knauff is a security risk let the Tru- 
man Administration make that.clear and there 
will be no disagreement. If she is not, she 
should be admitted as the war bride of a 
former GI, as intended by Congress. 
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One Sure Way to Save Lives 

An automobile and a train collided at a grade 
crossing in Richmond, Ind., and six lives were 
snuffed out in a second’s time. 

This is a reminder of the many grade cross- 
ings within the.city limits of St. Louis and the 
grave hazards at the worst of them. For more 
than a year the City Hall has been at work on 
a survey and a preliminary report shows that 
five crossings should have first attention because 
of concentration of traffic. These are the South 
Broadway, Bates street, McCausland avenue and 
Southwest avenue crossings on the Missouri Pa- 
cific and the Newstead avenue crossing on the 
Wabash. 

Grade crossing separations are by nature pub- 
lic works and obviously not all of these are going 
to be constructed in a matter of a few months. 
But. St. Louis should have a program and it 
should go to work on the worst as soon as pos- 
sible.

With St. Louis and other cities declaring fuel 
emergencies, with the Government itself taking 
court action against the United Mine Workers, 
still the country’s coal miners stand stubbornly 
by their strike. They are i a national 
emergency and their own needs. What is the 
thinking of the men who persist in so desperate 
a strike? ; 

The Courier-Journal in Louisville sent James 
Goble into the eastern Kentucky coal fields to 
find out. Goble reports that the miners’ fam- 
ilies are close to starvation. Their money and 
credit, like their welfare fund, is gone. Some 
are appealing for charity and some are too proud 
for that. Yet many a miner’s kitchen contains 
no more than a few cans of beans or corn. 

And still, as one miner put it, “If John L. 
Lewis wants coal mined, let him dig it him- 
self.” The others adhere to the old miners’ 
principle of no contract, no work.” One man 
told Goble: | 

Anything is better than going to work 
without a contract. The people in Washing- 


ton don’t know how we were shoved around 
in the days before we had one. 


“With the miners, memories are very long and 
the feeling of persecution goes deep. A striker 
said, “Without the welfare fund and contract, a 
man would worry himself to death every time 
he went in a mine. He’d worry about what 
would happen to his family if he was dragged out 
crippled, maybe dead.” 

Most of these men are veterans in their work 
“and in their union’s struggle. Yet now their bit- 
terness threatens their union and the things they 
have fought for. No strike will be allowed to 
shut down national industry, turn children out 
of schools and chill people in their homes.

OHNNY is 10 years old, weighs 98 pounds, is just under 
J feet and has an I. Q. of 170.

That would be a solution, of course, but many parents 
are in no position to pay tuition in private schools. They 
should not be. asked to do so, since the public school is es- 
tablished for all children and is required to serve all children.

BUT THE TEACHER cannot be blamed for her attitude 
when she is being asked to teach a class of 50-odd boys and 
girls.“ Under those conditions she is doing wonders to teach 
the class to any standard. But this does not get the gifted 
child, a potential asset to the community, anywhere. He is 
still sitting in that crowded classroom, making no progress. 
He must be removed and placed where his height, weight, 
and intelligence would place him so that he can put his gifts 
to work. Unless they are used now, developed through use 
and instruction, he will lose them and his life, which might 
have been one of joyous service, will be blighted by dis- 
content. 

Schools must be organized, order must be maintained, 
routine must be established, but that does not preclude a 
flexibility that permits the placing of the unusual child to his 
best advantage. Once the basic program for the school is set, 
the variations necessary for the wholesome growth of the odd 
children can, and should be, put in practice; special programs 
should be made for them, their progress watched and their 
needs met.

A BIG CHILD should not remain all day with children 
much smaller than he. A dull child should not be held all day 
with duller children but given certain periods of work with 
his brighter fellows. The markedly brilliant child should have 
a program that allows him to investigate wider fields of in- 
terest; he should be given contacts with other children that 
allow his ability for leadership to be expressed in action.

North’s jump takeout, from one 
club to two hearts, North natural- 
ly maintaining that this was jus- 
tified on the basis of his high 
honor count and his six-card suit, 
while South argued that North 
had too many losers and too few 
clubs for this bid. South also 
insisted that North’s raise to four 
clubs, on the blank A-K, was ill- 
advised. 

First things first: North’s jump 
takeout was quite justified, al- 
though it is only fair to concede 
that some masters would prefer to 
bid only one heart. (This is large- 
ly a matter of “style,” but the jump 
takeout on such hands often sweep 
away future bidding difficulties.) 

South’s second point, however, 
was valid—North should not have 
raised three clubs to four, but 
should merely have rebid his 
heart suit to the three-level. 

Now, however, it seems time 
for some unsolicited comments! 
South’s bidding was bad from first 
to last! He should have started 
with one diamond, holding the 
club suit in reserve for his rebid; 
and he had no right whatever, 
after the jump takeout, to drop 
the bidding short of game. 

Actually, the partners should 
diave landed at three no-trump, 
via the simple bidding: one dia- 
mond by South, two hearts by 
North, three clubs by South, three 
hearts by North, three no-trump 
by South—pass by North!
